Upon this thousand mill- 
ion feet Canadian laborers, receive $s,-

The firsb great saw mill to be driven 


by electricity on this side of the coun- 
try, went into operation last week at 
Folsom. The Sacramento Union con- 
tains a long and Interesting account of 
the mill and its history. The power is 
that created "oy the Electric Company 
at Folsom which supplies the State 
Prison and sends 3,000 horse power to 
Sacramento to. operate street rail roads 
and to illuminate the city. 


After the electrical works were com- 


pleted, attention was turned to the 
great lumber interest which had been 
awaiting development. The American 
River Lumber Company has three Oak- 
land officers concerned in the manage- 
ment. A. 
J. 
Ralston is President, 


Horatio Livermore is Manager, and 
Joshua Barker is Secretary. The Lum- 
ber Company control 20,000 acres of the 
best timber land in California. The 
logs are sent down the American River 
and stopped near the great mill by m 
boom. There they are conducted into a 
canal and are drawn into the mill. 


The capacity of the mill is 73,000 feet 


a ^day: but it can turn out 125,000 feet If 
necessary, each twenty-four hours. The 
mill is run by the surplus electric 
power 
created by four generators,

CIVIL SERVICE. 


Congratulations are Extended Over 


i,he Promotion of the 


Work. 


The progress made In civil service 


reform calls for the utmost congratula- 
tions. It has survived the doubts of 


rceipts and expenditures of a little more 
than .$-.'3,000,000. 
This, however, was 
not expected. The situation was such 
in JX'ci mber seven months before the 
close ol the fiscal year, that the Secre- 
tary ol the Treasurj foretold a defi- 
ciency of $17,000,000. The great and in- 
creasing apprehension and timidity in 
business elicits and the depression in 
all activities Intervening since that re- 
sulting from causes pei-fectly well un- 
derstood, 
and entirely disconnected 
with oar tariff law or its operations 
seriously checked the imports we would 
have otherwise received and readily ac- 
count lor the difference between this 
estimate of the Secretary and the ac- 
tual deficiency as well as for a contin- 
ued deficit. 


THE REVENUE RETURNS. 


Indeed, it must be confessed that we 
could hardly have had a more unfavor- 
able period than the last two years for 
the collection of a tariff revenue.

A Kenuwcd Auack on th« Hug* 


Combination* ot 


Capital. 


Another 
topic in which our people 
rightfully take o deep interest may be 
here briefly comldered. I refer to thu 
existent e of trut ts and other hugp aa- 
gregatlnns 
of 
capital the object of 
which !•• to secui e the monoply of some 
particular branch of trade, Industry or 
commoice and so stifle wholesome com- 
petition 
When these are defended it 
Is usually on the ground that though, 
they im rea.se pi oflts they also reduce 
prices and thus may benefit the public. 
It must be remembered however, that 
a reduci ion of priced to the people If not 
one of the real objects of these organ- 
izations nor is their tendency neces- 
sarily in that direction. If it occurs in 
a particular case, it la only because It 
accords with the purpose or Interest of 
those managing the scheme. Such oc- 
casional results fall far short of com- 
pensating the palpable evils charged to 
the account of trusts and monopolies. 
Their tendency is to crusrti out individ- 
ual independence and to hinder or pre- 
vent the free use of human faculties 
and 
t ho full Development of; human 
character. Through them, the farmer, 
the 
ai tlsan anil the small trader is m 
danger of dlslod;?ement from the proud 
position 
of 
1 icing his own maatir, 
watchful of all that touches his coun- 
try's prosperity, in which he has an in- 
dividual lot, and interested In all that 
effects the advantages of business of 
which lie is a factor. To be relegated 
to the li'vel of a mere appurtenance to 
a great machlm, with little free will, 
with no duty but that of passive obc-.l- 
ience, and with little hope or opportun- 
ity of rising in the scale of responsible 
and healthful citizenship. To the in- 
stinct) vi' belief that such Is the inev- 
itable trend of trusts and monopolies, 
is due the widespread and deep-seat»d 
popular aversion in which they are 
held, ard the m>t unreasonable insist- 
ence th.-U whatever may be their Inci- 
dental t-conomic advantage's, their gen- 
eral 
c ffeet upon personal character 
prospecis and usefulness, cannot be 
otherwise than injurious. 
Though Congress has attempted to 
deal with thla matter by tegiinlation, the 
laws passed for that purpose thus far 
have prove IneDectlve, not because of 
any lac!c of disposition, or attempt to 
enforce them, but simply because the 
laws thi'inBelves as interpreted by the 
courts do not r"ach the difficulty. If 
the Insufficiencies of existing laws can 
be rcmi died by further legislation, it 
should be done. Tt should be recogniz- 
ed, however, that all financial legis- 
lation o'i this subject may fall sihort of 
Its purpose b«ause of inherent ob- 
stacles and also because of the com- 
plex cl aracter of our governmental 
system. Which,

The first great sa%v mill to be driven 


by electricity on this side of the coun- 
try, went into operation last week at 
Folsom. The Sacramento Union con- 
tains>a long and Interesting account of 
the mill and its history. 
The power is 


that created iby the Electric Company 
at Folsom which supplies the State 
.Prison and sends 3,000 horse power to 
Sacramento to. operate street rail roads 
and to illuminate the city. 


After the electrical works were com- 


pleted, attention was turned to the 
great lumber interest which had been 
awaiting development. The American 
River Lumber Company has three Oak- 
land officers concerned in the manage- 
ment.

Ralston is President, 


Horatio Livermore is Manager, and 
Joshua Barker is Secretary. The Lum- 
ber Company control 20,000 acres of the 
best /Umber land in California. The 
logs are sent down the Americitn River 
and stopped near the great, mill by a 
boom. There they are conducted into a 
canal and are drawn into the mill. 


The capacity of the mill is 75,000 feet 


a.day; but it can turn out 125,000 feet if 
necessary, each twenty-four hours. The

Changes in method of administration, 
the abandonment of unnecessary posts 
and consequent concentration of troops 
and the exercise of care and vigilance 
by the various officers charged with the 
responsibility, in the expenditure of the 
appropriations, have resulted in-reduc- 
ing to a minimum the cost of mainten- 
ance of our 
military 
establishment. 
During the past year the work of con- 
structing permanent Infantry and cav- 
alry posts has been continued at the 
places heretofore designated. The Sec; 
rotary of "War repeats his recommenda- 
tion, that appropriations for barracks 
and quarters should 'more strictly con- 
form to the need of 'the service as 
judged by the department rather than 
respond to the .wishes and importu- 
nities of localities. 
It "is imperative that much of the 
money provided for such construction 
should how be allotted to the erection 


• of necessary quarters for the garrisons 
assigned to'the coast defenses, where 
. many men will be needed to properly 
care for and operate modern guns. It is 
essential, too, that early provision be 
made to supply tho necessary force of 
artillery to meet the demands of this 
service. The-entire army has now been 
equipped with the new magazine arms 
and wise policy demands that all avail- 
able public arid private resources should 
be so employed as to provide within 
reasonable time a sufficient number to 
supply the State militia with these 
modern weapons and provide an am- 
ple reserve for any emergency. 


THE MILITIA. 


The organized militia number 112,- 


379 men. The appropriations for its 
support .by the several States approx- 
imates $2,800,000 annually and ?400,000

oldest officials, the Secretary of State 
has made the regular report to the 
President for transmission to Congress 
like the reports of other officers of the 
Cabinet.

President's Message. 


It treats on the many details of our 


relations during the past year with 
foreign go\ ernments not touohed upon 
at all in the message or more briefly 
treated. 


Olnev sets out in detail the story of 


thp arrow th of the Cuban rebellion, the 
present evil state of affairs of the Is- 
land and the other facts upon which 
the 
President bases his broad state- 


ment and all h.s conclusions. 


The Secretary's estimate of the pres- 


ent situation is disclosed in the follow-' 
ing" paragraph made after a prelimi- 
nary statement of the destruction of 
industrial resources of Cuba:

The es- 
tablishment of a crematory on the "West 
Oakland Marsh aroused Colonel Irish's 
wrath. Louis Sehafter of the crematory 
company explained to the members the 
manner of destroying garbage In the 
crematory and declared that the method 
was odorless. "If it Is not," said Sohaf- 
fer, 
"we will remove the crematory from 


the marsh 
I hold a five years' fran- 


chise from the city council to erect 
a crematory on the marsh as a sanitary. 
measure. 
I do not intend to Inflict 


any nuisance on anyone, but I think 
the site Is a good one." 


"Why don't you place the crematory 


on Jackson or Alice streets?;' demand- 
ed Colonel Irish. "That In a good place 
for it. I have no faith in your crema- 
tory as an odorless contrivance, and I 
consider it merely an experiment." 


Sehafter laid Professor Hllgard of tlw 
State University heliuved that the new 
crematory was successful In destroying 
garbage without creating an odor. 


Col. 
Irish still thought there was no 


way of destroying 
garbage 
properly 
without creating an odor except by eco- 
nomic reduction. iHe calmly Informed 
Mr. Schaffer that his company did not 
understand the laws of physics, me- 
chanics or chemistry. The Colonel con- 
tinued that the fact that Mr. Schaf- 
fer Intends to place the crematory on 
the marsh where the west winds would 
blow any odor additional to the marsh 
filth over on the residence portion of 
the city and the building would foa 
pointed out to million of people passing 
yearly on the train as a crematory 


i would have a general tendency to retro- 
grade property in the vicinity of th« 
crematory, and Colonel Irish said thi» 
fact would fprce him to enjoin th« 
company from erecting a building on 
the marsh. "I have no personal feelln* 
against you, Mr. Schaffer," said Colonel 
Trlsh, "but your company is inlslocated. 
and a. distinct damage to the moat pub- 
lic side of the city." 
Plans for a park were thoroughly dis- 
cussed and the following resolution was 
finally adopted. 


"Resolved, That the West Oakland 
Improvement Club respectfully request* 
the city council to reject the bids now 
made for land for a park In "West Oak- 
land, and asks that the question be 
reopened by readvertlsing for bid* with 
a view to securing not only land for a 
park, but the reclamation of land now 
covered by the marsh, to the end that 
sanitary reform may accompany the 
creation of a park, for the reason that 
the reclamation of the five acre* of 
marsh is worth to the city many time* 
the $10,000 appropriated for the park 
and." ' 


Colonel Irish requested the club to 


bear in mind the one particular object 
In view. In desiring the park on the 
marsh. 
"It is the reclamation of this 
marsh we are looking forward to," said 
lie. 
He was not in favor of the D» 
Fremery land; but readily understood 
Mr. De Fremery's object in trying to 
sell his property. Mr. De Fremery is in 
Europe, and ie anxious to dispose of his 
nterests In Oakland. His agent, B. C. 
Suvelller, Informed Colonel Irish that in 
securing the park It would likewise en- 
hance the value of his (Cuvellier's) 
property adjacent, and then he could 
dispose of tni? to advantage — as h« 
was desirous of leaving Oakland.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


Amendments Suggested, for tlie 


Improvement of the 


Service. 


The Inter State Commerce Commis- 
sion has, during the last year, supplied 
abundant evidence of its usefulness and 
the importance of the work committed 
to its charge. 
. 


-, Public transportation is a universal 
necessity and the,question of just and 
reasonable charges therefore has be- 
come one of Vital importance, not only 
'to shippers and'carriers, but also to 
the vast multitude of producers and 
consumers! The justice and equity of 
the principles embodied in the existing 
'.law passed for' the purpose, of regulat- 
ing these charges'are everywhere con- 
ceded, and there appears to be no ques- 
tion that the policy thus entered upon. 


dollars applicable to the payment of 
the. 
expenses of the Government and 
which must, unless expended for that 
purpose, remain a useless hoard, or, if 
not extravagantly wasted, must In any 
event be perverted from the purpose of 
its exaction from our people. The pay- 
ment therefore, of any deficiency in the 
revenue from this fund-is nothing more 
than its proper andilegltlmate use. 
The Government thus applying a sur- 
plus fortunately in its Treasury to the 
payment of expenses not met by Its cur- 
rent revenues Is not'at all to be likened 
to a man living beyond bis income and 
thus incurring debt-or encroaching on 
his principal. It is not one of the func- 
tions of our Government to accumulate 
and make additions to a fund not need- 
ed for immediate expenditures. "With 
individuals 
it 
Is the chief object of 
struggle and effort. The application of 
an accumulated fund by the Govern- 
ment to the- payment of its running ex- 
penses is a duty. An individual living 
beyond his income and embarrassing 
himself Tith debt, or drawing upon his 
accumulated fund of principal Is either 
unfortunate or Improvident. The' dis- 
tinction 
is 
between a Government 
charged with the duty of expending for 
the.benefit of the people and for proper 
purposes all line money it receives from 
any source, and the individual who is 
expected to manifest a natural desire to 
avoid debt, or to accumulate as much' 
as possible, and to live within the in- 
come derived from such accumulations, 
to the end that they may be increased, 
or at least remain unimpaired for the 
future use and enjoyment of himself 
and objects of his love and affection 
who may survive him. It is immeas- 
ureably better to appropriate our sur-j 
plus to the payment of Justifiable ex- 
penses than to allow it to become an 
invitation 
to reckless appropriations 
and extravagant expenditures. 
I sup- 
pose it will not be denied that under the 
present law our people obtain the nec- 
essaries of a 'comfortable, existence at a 
cheaper rate than formerly. This is a 
matter of supreme importance since It 
is the palpable duty of every just gov- 
ernment 
to make the burdens of tax- 
ation as light as possible. The people 
should not be required to relinquish 
this privilege of cheap living except un- 
der 
the stress of their governments 
necessarily made plainly manifest. 


NATIONAL BANK NOTES. -

executive communications and the In- 
evitable danger of their continued toJ- 
eration pointed out, "Without now re- 
peating these evils, I cannot refrain 
from again earnestly presenting the ne- 
cessity oi the prompt reform of a sys- 
tem opposed to every rule of sound fi- 
nance and shown by experience to b* 
fraught with the grayest peril and per- 
plexity. The terrible Civil War which

more than thirty years ago,

TRUSTS AMD MONOPOLIES 


A. Renewed' Attack on 'ill* Hug*

Another 
topic' in which our people 
rightfully toko a deep Interest may b« 
here briefly considered. I refer to thu 
existence of trusts and, other huge ag- 
gregations 
ot 
capital -the object of 
which is to secure. the monoply of some 
particular branch of trade. Industry or 
commerce and eo stifle wholesome com- 
petition. IVhen these are defended it 
ia usually on the ground that though 
they increase profits they also reduce 
prices and thus may benefit the public. 
It must be remembered however, that 
a reduction of prices to the people is nut 
one of the real objects of these organ* 
izations-nor Is their tendency neces- 
sarily in that direction- If it occurs in 
a particular case, It IB only because it 
accords with the purpose or interest of 
those managing the scheme. Such oc- 
casional results fall far short of com- 
pensating the palpable evils charged to 
the account of trusts and monopolies. 
Their tendency Is to crush out Individ- 
ual independence and to hinder or pre- 
vent the free use of human faculties 
and 
tho full development ot human 
character. Through them, the farmer, 
the artisan and the small trader is in 
danger of dislodgement from the proud 
position 
of 
being his own master, 
watchful of all that touches his coun- 
try's prosperity, In which he has an in- 
dividual lot, and. Interested in all that 
effects the advantages of business of 
which he is a factor. To be relegated 
to the level of a mere appurtenance to 
a great machine, with .little free will 
with no duty but that of passive obed- 
ience, and with little hope or opportun- 
ity of rising in the scale of responsible 
and healthful citizenship. To the in- 
stinctive belief that such Is the inev- 
itable trend of trusts and monopolies. 
is due the widespread and deep-seated 
popular aVersion in which they are 
held, and the not unreasonable Insist- 
ence that whatever may be their Inci- 
dental economic advantages, their gen- 
eral 
effect upon personal character 
prospects and usefulness, cannot be 
otherwise than Injurious. 


Though Congress ha» attempted to 
deal with this matter by legislation, the 
laws passed for that purpose thus far 
have prove Ineffective, not because of 
any lack of .disposition, or attempt to 
enforce them, but simply because th* 
laws themselves aa Interpreted by the 
courts do not reach; the difficulty. If' 
the insufficiencies of existing laws can 
be remedied by further legislation, it 
should be done. It should be recogniz- 
ed, hotvever, that all financial legis- 
lation on this subject may fall short of 
its purpose because of -inherent ob- 
stacles and also because of the com- 
plex character of our governmental 
system. Which, 
"while- making the 
Federal 
authority supreme within Its 
sphere, 
: has 
carefully limited that 
sphere 
by bounds -which cannot b« 
transgressed. The 
decision 
of our 
highest court on the precise question 
renders It quite doubtful whether the 
evils of trusts and monopolies can be 
adequately 
treated through Federal 
action, 
unleew they seek directly and 
purposely to Include In . their objects 
transportation .. or intercourse between 
States or between the United States 
and foreign countries. It doe* not fol- 
low, 
however, that this IB the limit of 
the remedy that may be applied. Even 
though It may.be found that Federal 
authorities not broad enough to fully 
reach the cose, there can be no doubt 
of the power of the several Statea to act 
effectively in the premises, and there 
should b no reason to doubt their wil- 
lingness 'to Judiciously exercise such 
power. In concluding this communica-
